May 23rd under the chairmanship of Mr* Leonard Ingrams to disouss cooperation 
between the two Allies on matters concerning "Safehaven" (German Assets 

Abroad).

Tho Chairman explained that the purpose of the meeting was to 
exchange information with representatives of the American Government Depart¬ 
ments interested in tho same operation, and in particular to decide upon the 
best methods as between the Americans and ourselves to ensure that information 
obtained or compiled by either of us wa3 made readily accessible to the other. 

The broad objeot of the Safehaven operation was to deprive the 
enemy of his assets abroad, and, from tho special point of viow of M.E.W., of 
his assets in neutral countries, whether honestly acquired or ill-gotten, and 
whether openly in his possession or covered up ond secreted away. Tho 
intention was to deprive the enemy of call means of regenerating war by using 
his outside funds whether for propaganda activities or research, e.g. 
on rocket projectiles. A good deal of intelligence on the subject had been 
accumulated in M.E.W., in the Economic Advisozy Branch, in tho Trading with 
tho Enemy Department and olsewhcro. 

Tho chain between the property and its German owners was apt to 
run through a number of countries under various forms of camouflage and tho 
operation was essentially international. As for as the British Government 
was concerned it had been decided that for tho present at any rate M.E.W. 
should act as the central repository of this intelligence for tho purposes of 
British Departments and corresponding departments in Allied Governments from 
whom it was hoped reciprocal advantages would bo f orthooming. 
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Freezing orders in conformity with Resolution VI at Bretton Woods, 
had been obtained in several neutral countries where in most oases a 
census wa 3 in tho course of preparation. 

Meanwhile in Germany itself the Military Government in the SHAEF 
area had prohibited dealings in foreign exchango and had oalled for a declara¬ 
tion of all 3 uch property. Assets could bo dividod into two broad classes, 
the first being cash and marketable securities, and the second the subsidiaries 
and affiliations of German ’Konzems* and businesses under German control or 
in German beneficial ownership abroad. Most of these latter were recorded 
in the ordinary commercial and financial directories, and it was probable 
that the bulk of German assets abroad had already been declared to the Rcichs- 
bank under tho ’Dovisenvorordnung", although some funds were known to have 
been hold abroad without tho knowledge of the Reichsbank and there mi^it well 
bo some sinister funds hold for political purposes and smuggled out with or 
^thaut tho connivance of the Reichsbank. 

Tho first thing would bo to acquire such titlo to these assets as 
would bo rooogni 3 cd as Valid in tho neutral courts, Tho approaoh to thi3 
problem oould be on a legal, political or commercial basis, and it might 
involve a good deal of negotiation with the neutral Governments. 

The Chairman had not 3een any decisions regarding the treatment of 
neutral assets in Go many, end wondered whether it \/ould be worth considering 
in what way these might be brought in to the bargain if nooessary. 

Onoe titlo to German assets abroad was acquired it would not be 
difficult to dispose of cash and marketable securities etc. In the case of 
Gorman businesses abroad - the more important category - many of them had 
became an integral part of tho economy of tho neutral country, v/hich would be 
concerned in their survival, and here the intended prooes3 would not differ 
much from the process of aryanisation previously carried out by the Germans, 
so to spook aryonisation in reverse. 

The first thing was to control the voting power in tho firm in 
Germany itself and to proceed from there to either changing tho management or 
disposing of the business. M.E.W. was not in tho first instance interested 
in who acquired tho property .as long as it came into strong .and friondly 
hands and would not fall back eventually into Gorman liands or be managed by 
German personnel as trustees for neutral Governments, thu3 giving the Germans 
m extra layer of cover. There was always the danger that although tho 
neutral Government might take over the property, the Cermnns would remain in 
control. 

The Chairman understood that the Americans proposed to include 
German personnel r.3 among tho ’’assets" to bo considered under tho Safehavon 
operation. It vas well known that in the period betwoen tho two warn 
German technical personnel had carried out rescaroh work and acquired skfll 
in the construction of weapons as forbidden by the Treaty of Versailles in 
factories in neutral countries. He hoped to hear from Mr. Robbins about 
this but would first like to discuss tho matter of arrangements for exchange 
of information. 

On this latter question he understood that M.E.W. had not received 
as much information from Trashing ton as they had hoped. M.E.W. had, ho 
thou$it, furnished more information and he would be grateful if Mr. Robbins 
would draw Washington’s attention to this point, 

Mr, Robbins pointed out that the greater part of the information 
from tho field came from American sources but admitted that M.E.W. had reasons 
for oomplaint and assured the mooting that he would impress on Washington 
that more should be forthcoming from tho U.S. Government Departments. At 
the same time he hoped that as for as tho information available in London was 
concerned good co-ordination between the various Government Departments was 
assured. 




Mr, Bli3s pointed out that not all the information v/as available 
in M, E, 7. These was perhaps more current information in M.E.W. mainly 
procured from intercepts, certain, agencies and the Missions abroad. But 
T.W.E.D. unearthed a certain amount, particularly on German shareholdings 
and participations, in tho c urse of their routine investigations* M.E.W, 
v/as more suited to follow-up the daj'-tohay information. E.A.B. also had 
3ome information. 

Tho Chairman thought that the bulk of tho information should bo 
obtainable from the records of tho Roichsbonk end other sources in Germany 
itself. Most of the data were quite public and should bo procurable from 
commercial and financial directories, etc. 

2Ir. Bliss recapitulated that tho various agreements with neutral 
countries should be a valuable source of informr.tion. Direct and indirect 
German assets had been frozen in Switzerland, Spain and Portugal. Sweden 
v/as in a process of doing so, Switzerland, Spain and Portugal had agreed to 
trice a census of such assets and Spain and Portugal had agreed to disclose it 
to us. No provision for such disclosure had been made in Switzerland. It 
was intended, however, that tho agreement with Sweden should provide for 
such disclosure, whatever the position, the returns from the neutrals os well 
as from Germany required ohocking as they were bound to be deficient, 

Mr, Carter stated that T.W.E.D* had prepared some 30 larger studies 
for C.I.O.S. investigations and that it v/as hoped to increase this number to 
100, Supplementary studios on each of those 100 target studies would also 
bo prepared in order to help the investigators in the field to oheok up an 
information already obtained there. 

Mr, Robbins pointed out that ho had not received any of these 
studies; he thought they v/ould bo of great interest to Washington and con¬ 
sequently, he was anxious to have all such studies, past rnd future. 

Apparently T.W.E.D. had sent them to C.I.O.S., v/hc had not as yet 
sent them to M.E.W. It y/os agreed that M.E.W. and E.W.D. should receive 
oopies of all such studies. 

Mr. Robbins v/as requested to enquire of Washington whether tho U,S. 
Treasury and Alien Property Custodian had made similar studies. 

Mr. Robbins asked v/hethor tho British Treasury would havo any 
information and y/os told that this was unlikely. Mr. Peterson thought that 
tho Department of Overseas Trade might have some material. 

On returning cnoc more to tho question of \fao v/as the channel in 
London for providing the U.S.Embassy Y/ith the information, Mr. Robbins was 
told that for tho present ho should look to M.E.W., vAio v/nuld take on tho 
final collation and editing of ths material. 

The Chairman then said that he understood that tho U.S.Embassy 
had instructions from Washington to include German individuals outside Germany 
in tho Safohaven programme. 

Mr. Robbins explained v/hy Washington had olv/ays if anything laid 
more emphasis on tho traoking down of German individuals abroad than of 
German assets. But this point of view had thus far failed to got a symphatio 
understating over here. Whilst the liaison with M.E.W, on SnfchaVcn 
matters had boon very good, it had proved impossible so far to establish any 
liaison whatsoever \/ith tho Foreign Office Y/ho v/cro the Department principally 
concerned vdth tho subject of Gorman individuals. In consequence there 
had been no U.S. - U.K, oooperation in tho field or in London. He y/os not 
sure whether this meant that the two Governments v/oro going ahead together 
or separately. Tho necessity for U.K. - U.S. cooperation \/ns obvious for 
many reasons - not the least because otherwise neutral Governments would play 
us off against each other. 
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Mr. Vyvyan said that the Foreign Office had a3kcd our Missions 
abroad a year ago for repatriation lists. These lists were to*include those 
persons who could serve to maintain German National interests. These lists 
had been accumulating but prooossing had been the difficulty owing to the 
manpower shortage. There ms no difference in policy Tit!, che State 
Department but rather one in execution. It had been hoped to get such 
Germans repatriated by recalling them to Germany, but this might bo somewhat 
in raoticablc. But they had already decided that the American suggestion 
of deportation by means of representation to the host governments mi Jit be 
a better solution. The F :reign Office hod accumulated lists from tho 
western as well e.3 the eastern hemisphere and they had been proposing to 
discuss them with the U.S, authorities before • resenting thorn to tho host 
governments. As regards future policy the Foreign Offioo had no restriction 
on the number of Germans to be deported and if the U.S, Government wished 
to step-up the list tho Foreipji Office would be qu te prepared to join in 
3ueh representation. 

Mr. Robbins said that he welcomed tho statement that there was no 
difference in p licy but he was mainly concerned \/ith immediate cooporatic^ 
both in tho field and in London card frankly he had felt hitherto that this 
had not been forthcoming. He had considerable material for tho Foreign Office, 

Mr. Bliss pointed out that in the field the British mothod of 
approach differed from that cf the Americans, but Mr, Vyvyan suggested that 
different instructions for closer collaboration in the field oould bo issued, 
Tho Forci;pi Office vo3 only too willing to cooperate. It v/ns largely a matter 
of manpower if so far thoy had not succeeded. 

Mr. Peterson commented that London should bo tho focal point for 
the exchange of information an persons, preferably for tho ©astern hemisphere 
only, as in the case of information regarding property. He added criteria 
needed to be laid dcam to guide the missions in the compilation of lists 
of persons. 

After some discu33ion it wos generally agreed that tlic American • 
and British Missions abroad should get together on thi3 subject and that the 
final reports should bo collated in London for final approval between tho 
Americans raid the British. 

The Chaiman then asked the meeting to what extent tho other Allies 
should bo kept informed on Safehavon matters. 

Mr. Bliss mentioned that there was a fair am unt of contact in the 
field. On any important developments the alliea, and particularly tho 
Dutch and French, were currently kept au courant. It was generally thou Jit 
that this would meet the erne so far as exchange of intelligence was 
oonccmed.

Sirs: 


R*f®r c nc° is made to the Department's circular air- 
gram of fopy 2F, 1^44, 11 a.m., r°ouesting that you inves¬ 
tigate and r^oort any evidences that enemy capital has 
been or is being invested in your territorv. Reference 
is also made to Br°tton Woods Re sol t ion VI, which was 
transmitted to you in a circular eirgram of Aug st 19, 
1944, and to the interest of this Government in the 
problem of looted assets and similar cuestions. 

This Government is attempting through all available 
means to obtain information concerning enemy investments 
and plans, and the activities of o°r«ons which could be 
emoloyed as a means of ^reserving the enemy's economic, 
political and military ootential abroad after the cessa¬ 
tion of hostilities. There is evidence that the ?n*my , 
in tacit acknowledgment of defeat, lc seeking refuge in 
neutral and friendly countries for persons and assets in 
order to remove them from enticioeted Allied controls. 
While recognizing that the government to vhich you ar a 
accredited, consistent with its severance of diplomatic 
relations with #r declaration of war upon the^Axis, should 
have taken measures to preclude such activities, there may 
well remain a sizeable body of en a my assets which have 
escaped control, through concealment or otherwise, and 
also enemy persons who have had little or no restrictions 
placed upon their movements and activities. It 1® not 
possible to state p t this tim 3 recis^ly the disposition 
which vili be made of such assets or th s controls which 
will be imposed uoon undesirable persons since those are 
matters requiring discussions among and concerted action 
by the United Nations. The information will, however, be 
of immediate value to this government in formulating plans 
for the post-war disposition of the enemy's foreign in¬ 
fluence and of subsepuent and greater value in expediting 
the pxecution of such plans. In furtherance of those 
objectives you are requested to transmit at an early date 

all 
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all presently available information requested hereinafter 
and to obtain through all possible sources additional 
data which night prove useful* It is important that 
each diplomatic and consular office be prepared to keep 
the Department currently informed on developments in J 
this field for several years following the cessation of 
hostilities in order that any resurgence of enemy 
activity may be quelled in its inception. 

For purposes of this instruction the term "enemies’ 1 
should be defined as persons or entities in- any of the 
Axis countries, or cou n tri es vv • ich have _bee n or are~'alli ed 
v/Ith Viie Axis, and natTcna ls 01 "any country" wKo" In y our 
d iscr e tion c ould be co~nsTcTere ,, 5' a jjresent or poten tTaT* 
t hr e a t " tot he e f te c~b i v e" exe c'utio 'n'o' f Allied contrcT plans. 
In carrying out tills instruction tie mission* s attention ~ 
should be directed in the first instance to firms and 
individuals domiciled in or controlled from Germany and, 
with respect to those whose ownership resides' elsewhere, 
to tho3© whose activities fall within the criteria for 
Proclaimed List action. 

You are requested to compile a register of all known 
enemy assets which have not been satisfactorily vested,* 
expropriated, confiscated, nationalized, or otherwise dis¬ 
posed of by the government of an Allied or other friendly 
country showing: 

(a) A description of the assets including their 
nature, value, location, etc. 

(b) The names of any persons who nay be concealing 
the enemy ownership of assets (.such persons 
should be considered for inclusion in, the 

' Proclaimed List) and 

(c) The names of the true owners of the assets. 

In compiling a register, although equal emphasis 
should be given to both, a distinction should be made 
wherever possible between lopted assets and other exiemy 
held assets. In detemining such a distinction it may 
be haipful to consider separately those assets owned by 
•enemies prior to If59 and those acquired since 1959. it 
may also be helpful to give special attention to those 
assets which are known or believed to have been owned by 
persons in enemy occupied areas on or after the occupa¬ 
tion of such areas. Looted assets are those owned by 
persons or firms in territory now or formerly enemy occu¬ 
pied and which since occupation have ‘passed to enemy 
ownership. They include both properties which have been 
transferred from enemy occupied territory and properties 
which originally were located in non-enemy territory but 
title.to which has passed to an enemy. 

The types of assets concerned are various, but the 
following items are of particular interest: 

(1) Bank balances and gold holdings and transfers 
thereof, whether between central banks or 
.otherwise# 

(£) Gems. 

• . • ..\ r 
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(2) Gems, gold privately owned, currency, e.rt 
objects, stocks of merchandise, etc. 

(3) Real estate, including leaseholds (e.g., 
industrial, commercial, mining, agricultural, 
and residential properties). 

(4) Securities,.. including investments in securi¬ 
ties of neutral end other governments, as 
well as industrials. 

(5) Obligations owing to- the enemy in the form of 
mortgages, bills of exchange, insurance 
policies, annuities, promissory notes or other 
evidences of indebtedness or book credits of 
any kind. 

(6) Patents, trademarks and copy-rights and trans¬ 
fers, assignments, licenses, etc. in connection 
the rewith. 

(7) Beneficial interests under trusts or estates 
of deceased persons. 

(Q) Commercial, industrial, financial or other 

enterprises which in any way represent ‘enemy 
assets, looted or otherwise. This item should 
be broadly interpreted to include old as well 
as n^w investments of every kind in which an 
enemy has a.n interest. In this connection it 
will be noted that n^w investments, both open 
and cloaked, may represent flight capital or 
looted assets. Such investments might include 
holding companies and minority interests in 
cs.tablished domestic firms. 

You should report in detail concerning any enemy- 
owned assets which come to your attention. Your investi¬ 
gations should concern not only assets presently located 
in your area but also those in transit, particularly 
where the assets emanate from a neutral European country. 

It 1 a possible that you al rea dy have rep ortc d such 1 nfo r- 
mation i n connection with a" related subject, such as" a " 
rcconyncn cation for Prce la 1:Li st"ec t loff, In w 1 eh ease 
a r c'f c rone c to ~tTic* numb e r a nT cate o f the, c ommun leg 11 on ' 
will be sufficient. 

Simultaneously with the compilation of c. ro ister of 
enemy assets, this Government wishes to initiate a survey 
of enemy persons me their activities. This will require 
a continuous fact-finding, cn all persons of enemy nation¬ 
ality for a period of years in order that the Department 
will be able to sense snv attempts on the part of the 
Germans in any part of the world tc maintain and improve 
their technical abilities with the view of fitting into 
a general German plan for e rearmaments program inside 
Germany ct some rather distant future date. r it> that end 
you arc requested to report ell available details con¬ 
cerning enemies in the country to which you are accredited, 
particularly with regard to persons and.activities such as 
the following:

r nemy 
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1. Ynemy technicians, financial experts or managerial 
help, particularly recent arrivals, employed by any enter¬ 
prises irrespective of nationality in your area, or evi¬ 
dence that such persons are attempting to place themselves 
in positions where they could assist in the development of 
the industrial and military potential of your territory, 
lhis would include persons who aro being or may bo used 

to develop I T azi potential through the ’'medium of partner¬ 
ship relations, employment connections or by serving in 
advisory capacities. You should also report on business 
enterprises with which these persons arc associated and 
also those which have been so allied v/ith the enemy* s 
economic or military organization in tho past that they 
may offer safe haven for enemy skills by providing oppor¬ 
tunities for technical experience, research facilities, 
etc. It is predictable that the persons who arc enemies 
within the terms of this instruction will attempt to dis¬ 
guise themselves for a considerable period such as by 
posing as common laborers and refugees. 

2. Careful attention should be given to enemy 
scientists engaged in private, governmental or university 
research since it is to be expected that such persons will 
want to maintain and improve th*,ir skills and keep abreast 
of any developments in their respective fields by engaging 
in research work in all countries affording those 
opportunities. 

Such factors as religious adherence, political phil¬ 
osophies, and employment in the country to which you are 
accredited for several y^ars prior to the outbreak of 
the war should not be considered as grounds for omitting 
such individuals from reports on this project. Your re¬ 
ports on enemy personnel should include descriptive data, 
such a3 details of training and’relevant facts on previous 
employment. Although information on enemies recently em¬ 
ployed in any of the above mentioned capacities is of 
primary interest, information on individuals employed in 
this type of activity subsequent to 1933 will be extremely, 
useful. In compiling such information, the following are 
suggested as possible sources of information: (1) labor 
registrations; (2) immigration files; (3) police records; 
(4) university # college rnc technical school catalogs or 
faculty biographies; (5) biographical sketches in indus¬ 
trial and scientific publications; (6) Allied intelligence 
sourocs. 

You should not hesitate to report unconfirmed rumors 
of attempts by the enemy to transfer his assets to places 
of safekeeping abroad in anticipation of impending defeat 
or of the movements of enemy persons seeking refugo for 
similar reasons. It is possible that the Department can 
obtain proof from oth^r areas of the world or at least 
when Allied control over enemy territory is established. 

The Proclaimed List should contain the most important 
persons and firms within your area who fell within the

terms of this instruction end therefore it is suggested 
that the list be reviewed for the purposes stated herein 
in the initial stages of your work on the project. If 
you have not followed closely the activities of the listed 
persons raid entities since they have been included in the 
list, you should now conduct investigations. It is pos¬ 
sible that you have already undertaken such a review on 
the basis of the Departments circular telegram of 
September 20, 1944, 5 p.m. In cases where you believe 
the objective of controlling or thwarting enemy activi¬ 
ties of the nature set forth in this instruction could bo 
achieved through inclusion of the names of individuals or 
firms in the Proclaimed List, you should forward a recom¬ 
mendation to this effect with your report. 

Your British colleagues have already received in¬ 
structions covering this subj^ot and have been requested 
to cooperate with you in this project.. You should arrange 
to consult end work v/ith thorn as closely as possible in 
order to attain the maximum of information. Our final 
objective is to obtain, of course, comply te coverage of 
all sources availablo to both you and your British col¬ 
leagues so that the information exchanged may bo of 
maximum mutual bonofit. You should also approach infor¬ 
mally any othv.r Allied missions, especially the French, 
Dutch, and Belgian, and discuss with them the information 
which is being collected and is already available, partic¬ 
ularly v/ith regard to looted property which is of interest 
to the respective governments. It should be pointed out 
to the missions of those countries now or formerly occupied 
by the enemy that while this Government recognizes their 
special interest in identifiable looted assets wo, too, 
are interested in such assets v/ith a view tov/ard prevent¬ 
ing the Germans from realizing any bv_n^fit therefrom and 
assuring that United States facilities will not in ad¬ 
vertently be used to provide haven for such properties. 

The chief cf mission should designate a qualified 
Foreign Service or Auxiliary Foreign Service officer to 
coordinate the fact-finding and reporting on this project 
in the country to which he is accredited and should solicit 
the cooperation of all intelligence organizations of this 
government operating in the country. IVk coordinating of¬ 
ficer should, of course, utilize the commercial, banicing 
and governmental contacts afforded the office of the Com¬ 
mercial Attache along with the contacts available at the 
various consular posts. 

For the convenience of the reporting officer, the 
Department has devised a simplified form which m°y be 
utilized in forwarding any information, however bri^f, 
touching upon this project. A sample of the form is 
enclosed herewith. The report should be forwarded in 
hectograph.

In a circular airgram of August 19, 1944, the 
Department transmitted Bretton Woods Resolution VI to 
all diplomatic officers. For the convenience of con¬ 
sular officers., a copy of the Resolution is enclosed 
herewith. Subsequently/ in' circular airgrams of 
August 23 and September 28, the Department requested 
the missions located in the neutral European capitals 
to Investigate and report any evidences that enemy 
capital has been or is being Invested in those coun¬ 
tries. . • - 


r " This Government is attempting through all avail¬ 
able means to obtain information concerning enemy in¬ 
vestments and plans, and the activities of persons 
which could be employed as a-means of preserving the 
enemy 1 s economic, political and military potential 
abroad after the cessation of hostilities. There is 
Evidence that 'the enemy. In tacit acknowledgment of 
defeat, is seeking refuge in neutral and friendly coun¬ 
tries for persons and assets in order to remove them 
from anticipated Allied controls. The primary purpose 
of this instruction is to direct the Missions' atten¬ 
tion to the importance of the Safehaven project as'a 
phase of post-hostilities economic security, to suggest 
a long-range reporting task, and to have begin as soon 
as possible a flow of current information regarding 
suspect persons, entities and transactions. It is not 
possible to state at' this time precisely the disposi¬ 
tion which will be made of such assets or to describe 
in detail the controls which will'be imposed upon un¬ 
desirable persons, because these are matters requiring 
discussions among and concerted action by the United 
Nations, or by allied control authorities. Safehaven 
Information will, however, be of Immediate value to 
this government in formulating plans for the post-war 
disposition of the enemy 1 e foreign Influence and of 


subsequent 
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subsequent and greater value In expediting the execution 
of such plans. In furtherance of these objectives you 
are requested to transmit at an early date all presently 
available information requested hereinafter and to obtain 
through all possible sources additional data which might 
prove Usefiil. It is important that each diplomatic and 
consular office bfe prepared to keep the Department cur¬ 
rently informed on developments in this field for 
several-years following the cessation of hostilities in 
order that any resurgence of enemy activity may be 
quelled in its inception. 

For the purpose of defining what shcfuld be reported 
under this instruction, the term ''enemies” should be 
understood to include persons or entities in any of the 
Axis countries, or countries which have been or are 
allied with the Axis, and nationals of any country who 
in your discretion could be considered a present or po¬ 
tential threat to the effective execution of Allied con¬ 
trol plans. In carrying out this instruction the mis¬ 
sion^ attention should be directed in the first instance 
to firms and individuals domiciled in or controlled from 
Germany, and with respect to those whose ownership resides 
elsewhere, to those whose activities fall within the 
criteria for Proclaimed List action. It is obvious that 
in this, as in other reporting matters, the Mission is 
the best judge initially of the relative importance of 
particular cases and of the priority to be assigned to 
them. Particular attention is directed to the discretion 
lodged with the Missions by the above definition of 
"enemies". 

The project outlined below has two aspects, viz: 
the reporting of current information and the analysis of 
existing information from the Safehaven viewpoint. For 
the former the Department is largely dependent on the 
field; the latter requires close cooperation between the 
Missions and the home agencies working on these matters. 
Reporting current Safehaven information should be given 
a very high priority, but the Missions are not expected 
to report again to Washington detailed information they 
have already made available. Rather, it is thought that 
the review of the Proclaimed List required by the Depart¬ 
ments circular telegram of September .20, will be a con¬ 
venient occasion for the Missions to bejgin studying the 
Safehaven implications of materials already In their 
files. The Proclaimed List review will undoubtedly re¬ 
veal cases of interest from the Safehaven viewpoint whose 
Proclaimed List aspects were not sufficiently Important 
to have resulted in their having been reported previously. 
Additionally, If Safehaven is kept in mind when the 
Missions* listing files are reviewed, certain relation¬ 
ships may be found to exist that make it desirable to 
report now the Missions 1 post-listing information regard¬ 
ing some Proclaimed List nationals, information that has 
been recorded in the Missions' files but not reported 
heretofore for the reason that Proclaimed List reasons did 


not 
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not require subtraction. While the Missions are con¬ 
cerning themselves with reporting current information 
and with the longer-range task of reviewing their files, 
the data already in Washington will be collated. Dur¬ 
ing that process, particular points will arise that the 
Missions will be requested to clarify; and it is contem¬ 
plated that at a later date the Missions will be asked 
to check the accuracy of Washington analyses based on 
previously reported information. To the extent that 
Missions have been able before then to forward well- 
organized analyses based on the materials available to 
them, of course, the work will be speeded and the neces¬ 
sity for exchanges with the field reduced. . 

In addition to current reporting, which is almost 
entirely a Mission responsibility, the following aspects 
of the project will require close cooperation of the 

field and the home offices:

A. The preparation of a register of all known 
enemy assets . “ . _ 

The necessity of such a register for the. information 
of those working on economic security for the post-war 
world is obvious. The register must, irT order to meet 
peace-table eventualities, be; as comprehensive and de r 
tailed as possible. The Missions should give first at¬ 
tention to reporting important enemy assets not covered 
by Proclaimed List or other regular economic reporting. 

If detailed reports regarding enemy assets have been 
submitted pursuant to instructions unrelated to economic 
reporting, the Missions should whenever possible refer 
to such other reports, in order that they may be found 
in Washington. In connection with the register, it ' 
should be kept in mind that, because of their obvious 
enemy ownership, some very important German Interests in 
the country to which you are accredited may not have been 
reported in adequate detail for the register's purposes 
when the concern was listed. Assets whose enemy owner¬ 
ship is not a matter of common knowledge should, of . 
course, be reported'As soon as possible, leaving until 
later the filling in of details regarding well-known 
German holdings. 

The Missions' reports far the register should show: 

(a) A description of the assets including their 
nature, value, location, etc. 

(b) The names of any persons who may be concealing 
the enemy ownership of assets (such persons 
should be considered for inclusion in the Pro¬ 
claimed List) and 

l (c) The names of the true owners of the assets. 


In 
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In compiling a register, although equal emphasis 
should be given to both, a distinction^should be made 
wherever .possible between, looted assets and. other enemy 
held assets. In determining such ^ distinction it may 
be helpful ;to Consider separately those assets owned by 
enemies prior to 1939 and those acquired since 1939 . it 
may also be helpful to give special Attention to.thbse; ! 
assets which are known or .believed to have been owned by 
persons in ehbiny occupied areas on or-after , the occupa¬ 
tion of such areas 4 . hooted Assets are those: owned by 
persons or firnife ift territory now or formerly enemy occu¬ 
pied and which since occupation have passed to enemy 
ownership* They include both properties which have been 
transferred from enemy Occupied.territory and properties 
which originally Were located in non-ehemy territory hut 
title to which has passed to an enemy. 

The types of assets concerned are various, but the 
following items are :of particular, interest:

(8) Commercial, industrial, financial or other 
enterprises which,in any way represent enemy 
assets, looted or otherwise. This item should 
be broadly interpreted to include old as well 
as new investments of every-kind in which an 
enemy has an interest. In this connection it 
will be noted that new investments, both open 
and cloaked, may represent flight capital or 
looted assets. Such investments might include 
holding companies and minority interests in 
established domestic firms. 


You 
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You should report Ih detail concerning any enemy- 
owned. assets which come to your attention. Your investi¬ 
gations should concern not only assets presently located 
in your area but also those in transit, particularly, 
where the assets emanate from a neutral European coun¬ 
try. It is possible that you already have reported such 
information in connection with a related subject, such as 
a recommendation for Proclaimed List action, in which 
case a reference to the number and date of the communi¬ 
cation will be sufficient. 

B. Reporting on enemy individuals and their 
- activities . ’ --—-——" 

1 Simultaneously with the compilation of register 
of enemy assets, it is desired that the Missions 1 func¬ 
tion of reporting on individuals be oriented to include 
a survey of enemy persons and their.activities. This 
will require continuous fact-finding on persons of enemy 
nationality, for a period of years, in order that the 
Department will be able to sense any attempts on the 
part of the' Germans in any part of the world to maintain 
and improve their technical abilities with the view of 
fitting into a general Gorman plan for a rearmaments 
program inside;* Germany at some rather distant future 
date. To that end you are requested to report on enemy 
persons in the country to which you ar.e accredited, par¬ 
ticularly with regard to the following: 

1. Enemy technicians, finanqial experts or 
managerial help, particularly recent arrivals, employed 
by any enterprises irrespective of’nationality in your 
area, or evidence that such persons are attempting to 
place themselves in positions where they could assist 

in the development of the industrial and military poten¬ 
tial of your territory. This would include persons who 
are being or may:be used to develop Nazi potential 
through the medium of partnership relations, employment 
connections or by serving in advisory capacities. You 
should also report on business enterprises with which 
these persons are associated and also those which have 
been so allied with the enemy*8 economic or military 
organization in the past that they may ( offer safe haven 
for enemy skills by providing opportunities for tech¬ 
nical experience, research facilities, etc. ‘It is pre¬ 
dictable that the persons who are enemies within the 
terras of this instruction will.attempt to disguise them¬ 
selves for a considerable period such as by posing as - 
common laborers and refugees. -. 

2. Careful attention should be given to enemy 
scientists engaged in private, governmental or univer¬ 
sity research since it .is to be expected that such per¬ 
sons will want to maintain and Improve their skills and 
keep abreast of any developments in their respective 
fields by engaging In research work in all countries 
affording these opportunities. 


The 
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The Missions should cohsidfer this as a continuing 
assignment. The order in which individuals are re¬ 
ported on will be governed principally by the.Missions’ 
estimates of the relative importance and timeliness of 
particular cases. Such factors as religious' adherence, 
disavowal of inimical political philosophies, and em¬ 
ployment ih the country to which you are accredited for 
several years prior to the outbreak of the war, should 
not in themselves be considered as sufficient grounds 
for omitting such individuals from reports on this 
project. Your reports on enemy personnel should include 
descriptive data, such aB details of training and rele¬ 
vant facts on previous employment. Although information 
on enemies recently employed in any of the above men¬ 
tioned capacities is of primary interest, information on 
individuals employed in this type of activity subsequent 
to 1935 will be extremely useful. In compiling such in¬ 
formation the following are suggested as possible 
sources of informatibn; (l) labor registrations; (2) 
immigration files; (3) police records; (4) university, 
college and technical school catalogs or faculty 
biographies; (5) biographical sketches in industrial and 
scientific publications; (6) Allied intelligence sources. 

You should not hesitate to report unconfirmed 
rumors of attempts by the enemy to transfer his assets 
to places of safekeeping abroad in anticipation of im¬ 
pending defeat or of the movements of enemy persons seek¬ 
ing refuge for similar reasons. It is possible that the 
Department can obtain proof from other areas of .the world 
or from enemy territory when Allied control over it is 
established. 

The Proclaimed List should contain the most impor¬ 
tant persons and firms within your area who fall within 
the terms of this instruction and therefore it is sug¬ 
gested that the list be reviewed for the purposes stated 
herein in the initial stages of your work on the project. 
If you have not followed closely the activities of the 
listed persons and entities since they have been included 
in the list, you should now conduct investigations. It 
is possible that you have already begun the review re¬ 
quired by the Department’s circular telegram of Septem¬ 
ber 21, 1944, 4 p.m. In cases where you believe the ob¬ 
jective of controlling or thwarting enemy activities of 
the nature set forth in this instruction could be 
achieved through inclusion of the names of individuals 
or firms in the Proclaimed List, you should forward a 
recommendation to this effect with your report. 

Your British colleagues have already received in¬ 
structions covering this subject and have been requested 
to cooperate with you in this project. You should ar¬ 
range to consult and work with them as closely as pos¬ 
sible in order to attain the maximum of information. 

Our final objective is to obtain, of course, complete 

coverage 
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coverage of all sources available to both you and your 
British colleagues so that the Information exchanged 
may be of maximum mutual benefit. The close liaison 
with the British presently maintained for listing, eco¬ 
nomic intelligence, blockade control and related matters 
should be extended to Safehaven. The Missions may, if 
they see fit, work out arrangements with the British 
for dividing the labor, of preparing the reports herein¬ 
before requested.: If p.ueh cooperation is obtained, it 
is desirable that both British and American Missions 
use the report form mentioned below. If the Missions 
see fit, transactional, operational and progress reports, 
as distinguished from the individualized status reports 
called for by this instruction, may be made through the 
minutes'Of: joint committees in a manner similar to the 
economic .intelligence reporting presently carried on at 
Lisbon and Madrid by Anglo-American economic intelligence 
committees. Even if joint reporting should not be 
feasible in your area, you should provide your British 
colleagues with copies of your routine Safehaveh reports, 
and it is hoped that they will do likewise for you.under 
thdir standing instructions to collaborate with you on 
Safehaven matters. This will ensure that Washington, 
the British home agencies and the London Embassy will all 
have the same information from the field. The American 
Embassy at London will be the European Coordination 
center for Safehaven work; therefore, all'communications 
regarding this project should be repeated or copied to 
it. Outgoing Departmental communications to you on 
Safehaven will be copied to London. 

You should approach informally other Allied Missions 
especially the French, Dutch and Belgian, and discuss 
with them Safehaven information which you or they may 
have collected. Your British colleagues have been simi¬ 
larly instructed; and it is suggested, therefore, that 
any approaches to your other Allied colleagues would be 
best made in conjunction with your British colleagues. 

The chief of mission should designate a qualified 
Foreign Service or Auxiliary Foreign Service officer to 
coordinate the fact-finding and reporting on this proj¬ 
ect in the country to which he is accredited and should 
solicit the cooperation of all intelligence organiza¬ 
tions of this government operating in the country. The 
coordinating officer should, of course, utilize the 
commercial, banking and governmental contacts afforded 
the office of the Commercial Attache along with the con¬ 
tacts available at the various consular posts. 

For the convenience of the reporting officer, the 
Department has devised a simplified form which may be 
utilized in forwarding any information, however brief, 
touching upon this project. A sample of the form is 
enclosed herewith. The report should be forwarded in 
hectograph and two copies sent to the American Embassy 
at London. The Department has no objection to the 


preparation 
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preparation oT i siich reports under Etabassy or Legatioh 
directive by the various consulates, provided that the 
supervising Embassy or Legation checks.and approves 
them before they are forvarded to Washington aiid London, 
in order to make sure that all available Information 
has beon included. You should repeat to other missions 
all reports containing information which might conceiv¬ 
ably be of interest to them, particularly Cases requir¬ 
ing investigation or other action by them. 

In order to expedite prompt distribution, all 
cables, airgrams, form replies, and despatches on this 
subject should contain the code word "SAFE HAVEN". 

You should at all times have due regard for the 
delicate and highly confidential nature of this project. 

This Instruction is sent for action to all posts in 
Spain, Portugal, Sweden, Switzerland, Eire, Tangier, 
Turkey, Iran and Iraq. Although it is recognized that 
these instructions will not apply equally and in some 
cases hot at all, the remaining posts Bhould report in 
conformity with these instructions any pertinent infor¬ 
mation coming to their attention.
